It is 600 feet long and 
t:0 feet wide, without a post or stanchion 
on the inside to interfere with the move- 
ment of freight. It has an eight-foot 
platform its entire length and on each 
«-ad. A train Of eighteen cars can be un-1 


loaded at the same time and a track also 
runs between the warehouse and the 
jiver. This property ought to be pro- 
lected. The June rise in the Missouri 
ri\er always means that its banks will 
cut more or less. This can be averted, 
however, by simply dumping a few car 
loads of rock at the point where it is 
desired the bt nk should remain perma- 
nent. The n-sjer warehouse is. of course, 
tecessanly clofee to the river.

i begins to cut it will wear away rapidly— 


1 so fast that unless the material is on the 
ground to nse^ it will be almost useless 
to attempt to'save it. It cannot be that 
Mr. Wrenshall fully appreciates 01 un- 
derstands thti situation else he is guilty 
of almost criminal carelessness. 
He 


may be in sympathy with the people of 
the west side of the river, but as a rail- 
road employe he is in duty bound to 
protect the company's interests. The 
steamboat landing is and always will be 
on this side c f the river, no matter how 
much the people of the west side may 
desire it otherwise. Steamboat mana- 
gers are unanimous in their determina- 
tion on this point. It remains to be 
seen, thereto -e. if the railroad company, 
through grogs ueghgencel shall lose the 
finest warehouse in the country.

for it. One hundred cars of rock would 
make the Bismarck levee firmer and 
more solid tl.an St. Louis, and twenty 
or thirty loads «ill save the warehouse 
from prebenl danger.

From Apple Creek (four 
miles from Bismarck) we pass over one of the 
finest plateaus of the Missouri valley. Two 
miles out from Bismarck just north of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, on a high level, we 
pass the territorial prison, a fine ctructnre cost- 
ing rearly 87.5,000. Its dome i« just being 
completed. The two miles from the pnsoa to 
Bismarck is occupied by fine dwellings. 
We 


now arrive at Bismarck, the capitol of the ter- 
ritory, 
having noticed thirty-one 
thriving 


towns villages and cities between f argo and 
Bismarck, 
making thirty-three flourishing 


towns and cities, including the last two named, 
where eleven years ago but four of these busi- 
ness marts had existence that now give em- 
ployment to tens of thousands of enterprising 
citizens. In my next and concluding article, I 
will visit the line of the Northern Pacific as far 
wpst as Sims, a point forty miles west of 
marck.

the negligence of the shiftless farmer. 
Hie machinery is not in order, or he 
leaves too much grain cut and exposed 
to the weather, allows it to get too ripe 
and waste, or fails, in some way, to per- 
form his part well. Now is the time 
for the Dakota farmers to make prep- 
arations for harvest.

How General Scott's JLife was Saved 


and How His Driver Twice 


Escaped Death. 


The traveler of the present day, as he 


is hurried along by the lightning express 
in its buffet cars and palace sleepers, sel- 
dom reverts in thought to the time when 
the stage coach and packet were the only 
means of communication between dis- 
tant points. It is rare that one of the 
real old-time stage drivers is met with 
now-a-days and when the writer recently 
ran across Fayette Haskell, of Lockport, 
New York, he felt like a .bibliographer 
over the discovery of some rare volume 
of "forgotten lore." Mr. Haskell, though 
one of the pioneers in stage driving (he 
formerly ran from Lewiston to Niagara 
Falls and Buffalo), is hale and hearty and 
bids fair to live for many years. The 
strange stories of his early adventures 
would fill a volume. At one time when 
going down a mountain near Lewiston, 
with no less a personage than General 
Scott as> passenger, the brakes gave way 
and the coach came on the heels of the 
wheel horses. The only remedy was to 
whip the leaders to a gallop. Gaining 
additional momentum with each revolu- 
tion of the wbeels the coach swayed and 
pitched down the mountain side and into 
the streets of Lewiston. Straight ahead 
at 'he foot of the steep hill flowed the 
Niagara river, towards which the four 
horses dashed, apparently to certain 
death. Yet the firm hand never relaxed 
its hold nor the clear brain its conception 
of what must be done in the emergency 
On dashed the horses until the narrow 
dock was reached on the river bank 
when by a masterly exhibition of nerve 
and daring, the coach was turned in 
scarce its own length and the horses 
brought to a stand still before the pale 
lookers on could realize what had occur- 
red. 
A purse was raised by General 


Scott and presented to Mr. Haskell with 
high compliments for his skill and brav- 
ery. 


Notwithstanding all his strength and 


his robust constitution, the strain of con- 
tinuous work and exposure proved too 
much for Mr.' Haskell's constitution. 
The constant jolting of the coach and 
the necessarily cramped position in which 
he was obliged to sit, contributed to this 
end, and at times he was obliged to aban- 
don driving altogether.

After some debate the house bill was 
adopted as a substitute for the senate bill; yeas 
127, nays 82. The senate bill as amended by 
the substitute; was read a third time and passed. 
The bouse then took a recess until 8 o'slock for 
the consideration of business reported from the 
military committee. 


EVEND.Q SESSION. 


The house passed the fe llowing bills: For 


the settlement of the accoun ts of officers of the 
army who served in the war of the rebellion: to 
authorize a retired list foi privates and non- 
commissioned officers of the United States 
army who served thirty yean; to provide for the 
settlemeht of claims of oificers and men for 
the loss of private property destroyed in the 
military service. A bill appropriating «250,000 
f«r the location ef branches of the Soldiers' 
Home in Arkansas, Colorado, Kansas, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Oregon and Nebraska, 
gave rise to a good deal of iliecussion. On the 
question of its passage no qnoroum voted and 
no further action was taken.

An Indian Outrage, 


The officers and soldiers of Ft. Lincoln were 


aroused Saturday night last at about 11:30 p. 
m. by the report that Indians had been intimi- 
dating whites below the Little Heart river on 
the old Black Hills stage road. A few settlers 
came to the fort in great haste and reported that 
the Indians bad been threatening to burn their ; 
booses and «ta$ona and kill the women. 
One 


of the redskjJna drew his knife and signified his 
t^illingness to cut throats by motions of the 
hand, while Vitb several otber Indians at a house 
where the wme, a German woman, was alone. 
When this rtjport reached Fort Lincoln Colouel 
Conrad sent a. detachment of men and captured 
five or six Inlians. The one who had threat- 
ened the woijan's life was identified and sent to 
Mandan in tha sheriff's care. Major McLangh- 
lin, of Stand ing Hiick, has been notified of the 
action ot the Indians and immediate steps for 
their punish Bent will doubtless be taken. The 
report is tha; about six hundred of the Standing 
Bock Indiana are now out on A bunting expedi 
iiou un the ba^in ol the Cannon Ball river, and 
the outrageous behavior of these several abor~ 
ginees has ar*u-,ed much indignation and some 
alarm. Thia is another strong argument in 
iavor ot enlarging Fort Lincoln, and making it 
a permanent-tntral p st. In this connection 
tnt) following Very sensible communication baa 
been sfaiit in to the TRIBUNE: 


EDUOK TIUDU>K: Now that the question of 


the distribution of our United States army is 
on the t*pia,I it might be well in view ot all 
things considered to uffer at least a sugges- 
tion tor the weltare of our immediate section 
of courtry. ' It is very true in the times that 
have passed, I that tae exegencies of the hour 
demanded the maintaining and presence of 
troops on our borders. The time has now 
gone by when our peace!ul slumber is liable to 
bs aroused by the wharnoop of the savage, but 
nevertheless It has been known that the nres of 
which the cmben have been lett to tha rising 
winds have turmcd into a disastrous conflraga- 
tion, which Co>,t lives and millions of money. 
Ho while it may seem si* far as the Indian is 
concerned, that no danger is apprehended from 
that quarter, and that the military is not re- 
quired in theu direction, it is still an undivi- 
ded question with many as to their innermost 
object ana views. 
It is true saould they so 


desire to oteate an unconditional war, that 
much bloodshed and loss of property must 
follow. It is foolish to^suppose that the Indian 
has no armilor means to la'ike for the briel 
following, a deapeiate resistance to tha wrongs 
fancied and evident that he has endured. 
It 


is an unquestionable fact that at the time 
the surrena T of their ponies and guns was de- 
manded that the Indians knew of the order and 
nad ample time to secret what they cho >se, and 
did so. It is only necessary to verify this 
statement bjjr citing in the one case an Indian 
by the nami ot White Horse, who had a herd of 
some forty ponies and drove the sams from the 
reach of the military power that issued the 
«>rder to seize them with others. Likewise, in 
the seizure dff arms from the Indians, I have

It is a fact, which can be proven, that 
the Indiana today are better armed than ever 
before, and i> those who are conversant with 
their history it is not an abjured statement to 
make.

cre, where so many fell under their gallant 
leader, what became of the guns, putola an.! 
ammunition that was left on the fielcf; also that 
jtcdiaas are o instantly migrating from one 
point to another, and with money or other col 
latejal purphise whatever tb,3y desire, be it am 
munition arm5! or other necessaries. The re 
cent attempt to frighten the wife of a settler 
belo* the dealt river, is proof positive of the 
danger that has from tb'ne similarily situated, 
and it is 
t<> the army, that the people support, 


that they look for protection. It is plain even 
to a tenderfoot that should the Indians at Stand- 
ing Bock or Oheyenue agency leave their agen- 
cies for war,' that hundreds of settlers wonld 
lose their all, if not their lives. In the past it 
has been shown it costs more to fight Indians 
than to feed them, but the presence of troops in 
the country has its effect upon them and is apt 
to rlster tlwin from an outbreak. Fort A. Lin- 
coln holds for our section (.f cou'itiy the key to 
the questi'i^l 1-1 case of Indian trouble. Troop1 
can be mainlined at the post cheaper than at 
any other put of the department, which Gen- 
eral TerryiWili admit himself.
